ANOTHER: Fast, Light-Weight Streamliner for S. P. 


San Francisco-Los Angeles Coast Line Daylight Service 


Following closely on the’inau- 
guration of the “City of San 
Francisco's” fast train service on 
the Overland Route between San 
Francisco and Chicago, comes 
the announcement of President 
A. D. McDonald that another 
high-speed train of light-weight 
design will be placed in operation 
on Southern Pacific lines about 
January 1 next, when new stream- 
liners go into daily daytime ser- 
vice over the scenic Coast line 
between San T'rancisco and Leos 
Angeles. 

Two Trains 

These trains of distinctive de- 
sign, and culminating three years 
of research, will be constructed

for Southern Pacific at the Pull- 
man Company's plant in Chicago. 

Two complete trains, together 
with motive power, are to be 
built at a cost of approximately 
$2,000,000, to give daily north 
and southbound service. 


Faster Time 


Tentative schedule calls for 
departure from San Francisco and 
Los Angeles at 8 a.m., and arrival 
at destination not later than 6 
p.m., or at least one hour faster 
than the present fastest train 
time between these two cities, 

The streamliners will be twelve- 
car trains, including chair cars, 
parlor car, parlor-observation car, 


eee 
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dining car and tavern car, pow- 
ered with high-speed streamline 
steam locomotives. 

They will be air-conditioned 
throughout and fitted with every 
known modern convenience and 
refinement. The tavern. car, 
which will be a’ separate unit, 
will be of unique and original de- 
sign, with lunch counter facilities 
at one end, and lounge space 
equipped to serve refreshments 
and beverages at the other. 


Carry 465 Passengers 


Each train will have a capacity 
of 465 passengers. Brilliantly 
colorful, the new streamliners 
will be in keeping with the scenic 
region through which they will 
operate. 

They will bear the famous 
name, “Daylight,” long identified 
with fast Coast line service on 
the San Francisco-Los Angeles 
run, and which has been a train 
heavily patronized both in inter- 
city transportation and ‘tourist 
travel. The cars will have extra 
wide windows to facilitate sight- 
seeing. 


Result.of Long Study 


“Southern Pacific's decision to 
put streamlined trains on the 
daytime run between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles grows out 
of an exhaustive study of the 
project,” Mr.’ McDonald stated. 
“Original plans have been sub- 
ject to constant revision, reflect- 
ing the current experience of 
other railroads and the results of 
Southern Pacifie’s individual re- 
search. 

“With the benefit of this long 
and careful preparation, we are 
now ready for the actual under- 
taking, and will proceed with all 
possible speed. We plan to link 
Northern and Southern Califor- 
nia with train service and equip- 
ment. second to none in the 
world.” - -

CARS & POWER: S. P. Places Largest Equipment 


Order in Seven Years; High Speed, Streamlined Engines 


Orders for the construction of 18 
steam locomotives of the most modern 
type, both as to appearance and engi- 
neering design, to be built at a cost of 
approximately $2,700,000; and for the 
construction of 2,950 freight cars and 
20 baggage-horse cars costing about 
$8,000,000, were recently placed by 
Southern Pacific. 

This new equipment represents the 
largest purchase of this kind made by 
the railroad since 1929, and is in line 
with the Company’s widespread expan- 
sion and improvement program out- 
lined by President A. D. McDonald 
last November. 

Two hundred flat cars, 100 gondola 
cars and 150 stock cars are to be con- 
structed in the Company’s shops at 
Sacramento, adding to the greatly in- 
creased schedule of work that has been 
going on at the shops since the air-con- 
ditioning program was started last fall. 

Orders placed with various ear manu- 
facturers call for 1,750 50-ton steel 
sheathed box cars, 500 50-foot steel 
sheathed automobile ears, 250 40-foot 
steel sheathed automobile cars, and 20 
80-foot all stecl baggage-horse cars. 

$22,800,000 Spent 

Purchase of the new locomotives and 
ears brings Southern Pacific’s total 
anticipated expenditures for new equip- 
ment, orders for which have been an- 
nounced in recent weeks, up to $22,- 
800,000, including the $10,500,000 cost. 
of 2,700 new refrigerator cars for the 
Pacific Fruit Express, jointly owned by 
S. P. and Union Pacific, also the 
$1,600,000 approximate cost of the 
new streamlined “Daylight.” 

Of the 18 locomotives, six will be of 
special streamlined design for high 
specd passenger service. They will be 
of the 4-8-4 type Class GS-2 (Golden 
State type), and wili-be built to South- 
ern Pacifie’s own specifications by the 
Lima Locomotive Works. 

The other 12 locomotives of the 
4-8-8-2 articulated consolidated type 
Class AC-7, with cab in front, will be 
built by Baldwin Locomotive Works, 


While these engines are to be of the 
same type built for the Company in 
1980, they will incorporate many im- 
provements in design and embody the 
latest developments in locomotive con- 
struction. General dimensions and 
tractive power will be the same as in 
previous engines of these types, with 
exception that both will have rectangu- 
lar instead of cylindrical type tenders, 
They are the largest tenders ever built 
for 8. P., with fuel oil capacity of about 
6,300 gallons and water capacity of 
22,000 gallons. 


Streamlined Design 

The 4-8-4 locomotives will differ 
from the present type, of which there 
are 10 in service on Pacific Lines, par- 
ticularly in the streamlined design 
adapted to harmonize the engines with 
the cars of the fast, streamlined “Dey- 
light” to go in service on the Coast 
line about January 1. Special attention 
is given to high speed operation. A 
combined speed and cut-off indicator 
will be applied to best utilize the eut- 
off of steam admission to cylinders in 
relation to speed of the locomotive.

These locomo- 
tives will weigh about 812,000 Ibs. 
loaded, and be about 107 feet long. 

The 4-8-8-2 locomotives will differ 
from the 51 now in service by having 
the front end of the cab tapered with 
headlight, train number indicators, 
and other fixtures now on outside, built 
into the cab so the front of locomotive 
will present a trim streamlined appcar- 
ance. They will weigh in working or- 
der about 1,013,500 pounds, exceeding 
any other locomotives in use on 8. P. 
lines and will be 126 feet long. 

Both types of new engines will be 
equipped with cast steel engine truck 
frames with latest constant resistance 
swing motion device so that curves 
may be taken smoothly and safely at 
high speed, at same time provide steady 
movement of engine on tangent track. 
Trailing trucks will have cast steel 
frames with constant resistance center- 
ing device which operates in harmony 
with engine trucks to give smooth op- 
eration. An improved method of coun- 
terbalancing will reduce stresses and 
permit higher speeds. 

Improved Appliances 

These engines have latest type “E” 
super-heater, including tangential steam 
drier that separates entrained moisture 
from steam where it leaves the boiler 
on way to superheater. This insures 
high degree of superheat and the steam 
will be increased in temperature about 
340 degrees ag it passes through super- 
heater and throttle header on its way 
to the steam chest and cylinders. 

Engine trailing and tender truck 
journals are cquipped with self-con- 
tained oil lubricators developed on 
S. P. lines. Driving journal bearings 
are lubricated by means of Franklin 
driving box lubricators and motion 
work with Alemite lubrication. 

Most noteworthy of the safety de- 
viees to be installed is the multiple ap- 
plication of boiler drop plugs, also de- 
veloped by S. P., which insure against 
boiler explosions.

LETTUCE: 43,500 Carloads of “Icebergs” Will Be 
Moved by S. P. This Year to the Salad Bowls of America 


829,080,000 heads of lettuce! 

Figures that are sort of flabber- 
gasting, 

They represent, however, the num- 
ber of heads of lettuce, almost entirely 
of the hard, crisp “iceberg” variety, 
43,500 carloads in all, that it is esti- 
mated will move to markets over Sou- 
thern Pacific lines from California and 
Arizona districts before the 1936 season 
is ended. 

‘There are about four average salads 
to a head of lettuce. So that gives us a 
total of more than 3) billion salads 
that may be served at dinner tables 
throughout the nation, and all made 
from a product that had its origin in 
the fields of one of the five major lettuce 
producing areas served. by 8. P. lines. 

Nation’s Salad Bow! 

When we consider that practically all 
the vegetables and fruits used with let- 
tuce in the making of salads, are pro-~ 
duced in large quantities in S. P. terri- 
tory, it may truly be said that Southern 
Pacific is the nation’s leading “Salad 
Bowl” dispenser. 

But 8. P. does not haul all the let- 
tuee that is consumed in these United 
States, 

During 1933 there were 46,978 car- 
loads shipped from all sections of the 


Here goes a head of lettuce ta market « 


country, according to the government’s 
Market News Service, but not includ- 
ing truck movements. Of this amount 
more than 93% was grown in Cali- 
fornia and Arizona, and of this latter 
amount ahout 88% of the shipments 
had their origin on S. P. lines. 

So much for the big figures. They 
are bard to digest. But they do indi- 
cate how important lettuce, which con- 
tains all the known vitamins and but 
few calories, has become in the national 
dict. ‘The figures alao show how salad- 
minded we Americans have become. 

And it has all come to pass in less 
than twenty years! 

Five Cars in 1915 

Prior to 1915 the lettuce produced in 
California was of a nondescript, leafy 
type. In that year only 5 carloads 
were shipped, ali from Imperial Valley. 
It was not until seed companies had 
perfected the “Iceberg” variety (frst 
grown near Los Angeles in 1901 from 
seed imported from France), that housc- 
wives began to welcome lettuce to their 
tables. Its production increased year 
after year up to 1931, and lettuce is 
now one of the major perishable indus- 
tries in California and Arizona. 

‘The reduction in consumers’ pur- 
chasing power during the economic de- 


out of field for truck ride... 


pression lessened the demand for let- 
tuce, just as it did most all vegetables 
and fruits, From the 42,059 cars shipped 
by 8. P. in 1980, the total dropped to 
34,958 in 1933. But there has since 
been e gradual increase in consump- 
tion, and with weather and marketing 
conditions remaining favorable, it is ex- 
pected the present season’ will reach 
the estimated all-time high of 43,500 
carloads from the five major California 
and Arizona, districts. 
Industry’s Infancy 

Development of the industry on a 
large scale in the two states began only 
18 years ago. As previously mentioned, 
Imperial Valley shipped its first § car- 
Joads in 1915. The first crop of 37 car- 
loads moved from the Salinas-Watson- 
ville district in 1921, in which year the 
Solt River Valley of Arizona shipped 
itg first single car, Santa Maria-Guad- 
alupe area joinéd the producing groups 
in 1922 with 203 carloads. Yuma Val- 
ley followed in 1923 with 85 carloads, 
and in that year the five districts had a 
combined movement of 10,319 cars. 
It is from that year that phenomenal 
development of the industry dates. 

Last year the five districts shipped 
41,256 carloads. Of this amount 23,749 
cars moved from Salinas Watsonville 


into packing house with lots of other buddies « . « 


trbmmed, covered swith ice 's's 
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Hollister; 6,539 from Salt River Valley; 
5,844 from Imperial Valley; 3,529 from 
Yuma: Valley; and 881 from Santa 
Maria-~Guadalupe. 

‘These were the shipments over 8. P. 
lines. According to government figures, 
an additional 2,586 carloads moved 
over 8. P. and other rail lines from seat- 
tered sections of the two states, not in- 
cluding the volume on -carlot basis 
handled by trucks to local markets. 

L. A. Second to N. Y. 

For instance, the Los Angeles market 
which annually consumes 5,500 to 5,700 
carloads, and is second only to New 
York in point of consumption, receives 
by truck the bulk of the crop from the 
Santa Maria-Guadalupe district. 

As previously stated, the present 
1936 season is expected to break all pro- 
duction records. And. growers are 
hopeful that the demands of consumers 
and the vagaries of weather, will com- 
bine to make conditions favorable to a 
fair price, 2 gamble that always hangs 
over the heads of the producers. 

Already the Salinas - Watsonville - 
Hollister area has set an all-time all- 
high record for shipmente from any one 
district on any one day. This peak 
movement came on May 5 with 368 
carloads packed and shipped in the 24- 
hour period. Likewise, the 4,948 car- 
load shipments from that district. in 
May this year, more than 1,000 cars 
over last year, will undoubtedly go 
through the season as an all-time high. 

It is in this handling of cars and 
maovement of trains on fast schedules 
to the large eastern markets, that 
Southern Pacific and the Pacifie Fruit, 
Express companies fit into the indus- 
try’s picture. 

Salinas Leads All 

In the Salinas-Watsonville-Hollister 
district, comprising more than 500 
square miles with lettuco plantings last 
year amounting to 64,430 acres, the 
railroad’s forces mect their greatest, 
test in efficiency and speed. During 
the past four seasons, 1932-35, the ship- 
ments from this district, April 16 to No- 
vember 30, have averaged 74% of the 
total United States carlot movement 
during the same period. 

Salinas, Watsonville and Watsonville 
Junction yard are the railroad’s focal 
points in the district. The 41 packing 


crated, ‘into the car... 


houses at-Salinas last year originated 
17,216 carloads of lettuce, all but 6,534 
of the shipments from the entire dis- 
trict. Six switch engines take care of 
these cars in Salinas yard, while the 
8. P. and P. F. E-forces at the station, 
handle the car billings and diversions. 
It’s day and night work when the sea- 
son is at its height, with everyone click- 
ing in his particular job. Cars loaded 
‘at Salinas as well as Watsonville, Del 
Monte Junetion, Cooper, Molus, 
Graves, Gonzales and Vega are moved 
over to Watsonville Junction yard. 
There they are classified as to destina- 
tions, assembled into trains, and 
started on their way to eastern mar- 
kets. Arrival in Chicago is made via 
Roseville and Ogden the morning of the 
7th day, in Kansas City the 6th morn- 
ing, and in St. Louis via El Paso and 
the “Cotton Belt” the 7th evening. 


Extra Employes 


This year Watsonville Junction yard 
had its heaviest spring traffic in history. 
The record day of May 5 saw 1,890 cars 
of all classes handled out of the yard, 
in addition to about 200 other cars on 
through trains. Fourteen switch en- 
gines were in almost constant opera~ 
tion, and four locomotives were used in 
hauling 99-car trains of empties and 
loads to and from Salinas. ~ 

During May this year the Company 
employed 55 additional station men, 
and 166 additional train, engine and 
yard men to handle the lettuce move- 
ment in this particular district. The 
P. F. E. force of four men at Watson- 
ville Junction is concerned almost: en- 
tirely with car supply, distribution and 
billing; while the threo P. F. 1. men at 
Salinas handle most of the diversions 
(changing destination or routing of the 
ear while it is enroute). There are ap- 
proximately 22,000 diversions annually 
on shipments of lettuce from this dis- 
trict. 

Preparations made in advance of the 
season, and the maintenance of ade- 
quate refrigerator car supply during 
the season, are naturally vital factors 
in successfully handling the traffic. 
Take the Salinas-Watsonville district 
as an example. 

After plantings have progressed 
sufficiently to warrant it, a forecast is 
made of the probable production, date

of first shipment, volume by weeks and 
months, and probable peak shipments. 
From these estimates and other avail- 
able information, is calcwlated the num- 
ber of empty cars required weekly. The 
cars are then directed westward through 
the midwestern and other terminals 
throughout the country, They are 
cleaned and put in first-class condition 
as they move through Roseville or other 
shops of the P. F. E. 
Car Reservoirs 

‘The car movements westward, as well 
as the filling of all sidings serving the 
packing houses, are nicely calculated so 
as to avoid the use of extra locomotives 
whenever possible. Sufficient cars are 
always kept at loading stations to take 
care of one day’s supply, the reserve 
supply being kept at Watsonville Junc- 
tion and San Jose. The main source of 
daily supply is Roseville, from which 
point are billed each night enough em- 
ties for the following day’s loadings and 
to replenish the “car reservoirs” at San 
Jose and Watsonville Jet. 

There is a dual purpose in main- 
taining as great a rescrve as possible 
close te the loading stations. First, to 
avoid a shortage of cars in case of train 
interruptions west of . Roseville; and 
second, track facilities are necessarily 
limited at loading stations and during 
peak shipping days it is practically im- 
possible to maintain a full day’s supply 
of empties without delaying the switch- 
ing and movement of loaded cars. Un- 
der such conditions, the supply at load- 
ing piations may be replenished two or 
three times daily. 

Day and Night Switching 

Switching at the Salinas packing 
sheds—the pulling of loads and setting 
up of empties—is continuous between 
8 am. and 2 a.m., with peak periods 
between 11:30 a.m. and 1 p.m., and 
between 5:30 and 6:45 p.m. when the 
packers are at meals. Then of course 
there is the heavy switching Inte at 
night after the packers and loaders 
have completed their jobs. When extra 
switching is required during the day, 
the packing house foreman phones the 
Salinas station. 

The icing of refrigerator cars of let- 
tuce does not require as heavy service 
from the P. F. E. forces as does the can- 
taloupe movement, described in the

Bulletin last month. There is very 
little icing of the bunkers in cars of 
lettuce, now days. There is only one 
bunker icing for the cars used at Sa- 
linas, and that is done at Watsonville 
Jet. “Top Icing” has taken the place 
of ieing and re-icing of the car bunkers. 

In packing the crates of lettuce, a 
layer of lettuce is placed at the bot- 
tom of the crate, then a layer of 
erushed ice between each of the four 
jayers of lettuce heads, and a final 
layer of ice on top. After the crates 
are loaded into the cars, the “top 
icing’ of the whole load is accom~ 
plished by a machine that blows the 
oracked ice over the tops of all the 
crates in the car. This icing carries the 
load through to destination, although 
in some instances top icing is replen- 
ished enroute. 

All ice for crate and top ice, as well 
as that required to retop enroute, is fur- 
nished by private ice companies, and. 
not by.P. F. &, Total annual volume 
of this ice is immense, and the demands 
this year were so heavy that local sup- 
ply at origin stations became exhausted. 
On certain occasions 40 to 60 cars were 
shipped in daily to Salinas from points 
as far distant as Stockton.

‘The lettuce “deal” provides an _all- 
year job for Southern Pacific, for there 
is continual production in some one of 
the California or Arizona districts from 
January through December. 

Imperial and Salt River valleys begin 
to ship about December 1, continuing 
40 about March 31 and February 23, 
respectively. In the meantime Yuma 
Valley starts about December 10 and 
continues to April 5. Both Salinas- 
Watsonville and Guadalupe-Santa 
Maria districts start about March 10 
and continue te about the middle of 
December, with their plantings spaced 
so as to produce two full crops in the 
one season. Salé River Valley also 
usually has a second crop for harvest 
between March 10 and April 10. 

Growth of the industry and its ex- 
pansion to new districts where there 
are the problems of rain, cold, heat, fog, 
winds, etc., to damage or retard the 
crop, has brought about renewed activ- 
ity in attempting to develop a seed that 
will be-resistant to all adverse weather 
conditions. There are many .seed 
straing resistant to one or more weather 
hazards, as well os resistant to slime and 
tip bun. But thus far the seed strains 
resistant to most weather conditions

So the lettuce of popular demand 
continues to be the California and Ari- 
zona “iceberg” varicty. The housewife 
knows she will find a solid, not too large 
head of firm, crisp lettuce, light green 
in eolor and with sufficient sweetness 
and tang to make it America’s ideal 
salad ingredient.

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SAFETY: Fatal Injuries Stress Need of Being 
Constantly Alert Around All Moving Equipment

The fact thet five employes have 
sustained fatal injuries while on duty 
between January 1 and June 23, all 
happening in connection with car move- 
ments, is forceful evidence that many 
employes are not using sufficient cau- 
tion around moving cars and engines. 

Briefly the circumstances of the fatal 
accidents are as follows: 

Yardman ¢ustained internal injuries 
as o result of falling from car he was 
riding in the train yard. 

Yardman walked between cars as 
eoupling was about to be made and was 
caught between the couplers. 

Conductor was struck by cars on ad- 
joining track while he was standing 
alongside his train as it was pulling by. 

Track scale inspector fell from scale 
test car as train was leaving station, at 
which time he was in the act of crossing 
over from the scale test car to the ca- 
boose, with the result that he fell and 
was Tun over by the caboose. 

Engine watchman was struck by a 
car while he was attempting to move 
his automobile from the path of the ear, 
which had gotten away from eonsignee 
on unloading track. 

We were very hopeful that the fre- 
quency with which the matter of keep- 
ing clear of moving cars and engines is 
stressed at Safety Meetings would 
make all employes exercise due care 
in their movements around cars and en- 
gines and would result in such accidents 
being less frequent. We sincerely trust 
there will be no more loss of life this 
year as a result of accidents of this 
character, and urge every supervisor 
and employe to take heed of the mis- 
fortune which befell these five men. 

Falls From Cars: Since January 1 


ten yard and train employes sustained 
injuries on account of falling from cars. 
Five Mechanical Department em- 
ployes and two enginemen likewise sus- 
tained injuries when they fell from run- 
ning boards of standing engines. This 
type of accident continues to represent 
approximately 30% of all the reportable 
injuries sustained by employes. We 
again repeat: ‘Maintain a Firm Grip 
and a Safe Foothold.” 

Struck By Fiying Pieces of Metal (ex- 
eluding eye injuries): Ten Mainten- 
ance of Way lsborers sustained in- 
juries of this character since January 1 
as a result of particles chipping off 
sledges, spike mauls, chisels, bolts, ete. 
The frequency of this type of ‘accident 
indicates need for greater attention 
to condition of tools and proper loca~ 
tion of men when doing work that may 
cause pieces of metal to fly. 

Eye Injuries (Maintenance of Way 
and Structures employes): Sixteen in- 
juries occurring under this heading 
sinee January 1 indicates the necessity 


for more extensive use of goggles in do- 
ing certain types of work. These 
injuries were occasioned by reason of 
pieces of slag, rock, chips, scale, parti- 
eles of dust, ete., entering the eyes. 

Eye Injuries (Maintenance of Equip- 
ment employes): Twenty-six eye in- 
juries were sustained by employes of 
this Department since January 1, due 
to dust, shavings, particles of metal, 
scale, and other foreign substances 
getting into the eyes. The frequency 
of these accidents also indicates that, 
although goggles are in general use by 
employes in and about shops, they are 
not always worn when they should be. 

The eye injuries above referred to 
cover minor ones as well as reportable 
ones, but any eye injury presents the 
hazard of loss of eye sight and nothing 
should be left undone to reduce the 
number of accidents of this kind. 

Foot Injuries to Station Employes: 
Twelve men in this service have been 
injured since January 1 by reason of 
heavy articles dropping on or rolling 
over their feet. These men did not 
protect themselves by wearing Safety 
Shoes as some 1,500 of their fellow em- 
ployes have done and who no longer 
are subject to this type of injury. 


EARN IN GS: S. P. Net Railway Operating 


Income Shows Gain During First Five Months 


For the five months ended May 31, 
1936, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Lines amounted to 
$72,670,084 or $10,307,774 over the 
same period for 1935, an increase of 17 
per cent. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $56,818,336 
or $7,626,972 over the same period for 
1935, an inerease of 16 per cent. 

After deducting Tax accruals of 
$5,923,488, net rentals paid for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$3,446,532, there was left Net Rail- 


way Operating Income of $6,486,728, 
or $1,126,014 over the same period for 
Jast year, an increase of 21 per cent. 

Net Railway Operating Income is the 
amount left after paying the expenses 
of operating the property as shown 
above. From this must be paid in- 
terest on bonds and Equipment Trust 
notes in the hands of the public, in- 
terest on the borrowed funds, as well as 
improvements to the property and 
dividends, if any. No dividends have 
been paid, however, sinee January 2, 
19382.

AUTOS: In Rail, Truck and Drive-Away Services S. P. 
Provides General Motors With Full Transportation Needs 


The location of the assembly plant of 
General Motors Corporation’s Southern 
California Division exclusively on South- 
em Pacific rails in Southgate near Los 
Angeles, offered an opportunity for 
Southern Pacific Company to prove to a 
major industry that it is a complete 
transportation company and not just a 
railroad. 

The plant, dedicated in May, is the 
first departure from the previous policy 
of General Motors Corporation to build 
all cars, except Chevrolet, at the main 
factory. In addition to containing a 
Fisher Body division, the plant as- 
sembles Buick, Oldsmobile and Pontiac 
automobiles and for its successful opera- 
tion required four kinds of transporta- 
tion, all of which Southern Pacific is 
prepared to furnish. 

The transportation problem at the 
plant involved: first, the movement of 
inbound parts of automobiles from trans- 
continental origins; second, the distri- 
bution of automobiles by rail to the 11 
western states; third, to points beyond 
the local zone the transportation of auto- 
mobiles by truck where economies made 
this the desirable method of transporta- 
tion; and finally, delivery by drive- 
away to many dealers located close to 
the plant. 


Fast Construction 


The location of this plant exclusively 
on Southern Pacific rails followed a de- 
cision made by the corporation in Octo- 
ber, 1935, to establish the plant in 
Southern California, and the conclusion 
to buy the property on which the. plant 
was built was reached early in November. 

Necessary legal formalities, such as 
closing streets, ete., took the balance of 
the year with the result that construc- 
tion did not begin until January 20, 


1936. In just 120 days after ground was 
broken, the plant was dedicated and 
ready for operation. It occupies a 
ground area of 43 acres, represents an 
investment of about $2,500,000, has 
capacity of forty to fifty thousand auto- 
mobiles per year, and employs a maxi- 
mum of 1500 people. 

Obviously in establishing a plant of 
this magnitude, adequate transporta- 
tion facilities for handling inbound parts 
and outbound autos was an essential fac- 
tor if the General Motors production 
program was to succeed. 


Extra Trackage 


Sidings and storage tracks were built 
by Southern Pacific in the vicinity of the 
plant to enable storage of empty cars 
for loading outbound automobiles and to

enable the prompt and proper handling 
of inbound parts. 

It was in carrying out the newer phases 
of transportation that Southern Pacific 
and Pacific Motor Trucking Company 
established something entirely new in 
the form of what can be called, for want 
of a better name: Freight That Delivers 
Itself, 

Due to the proximity of the plant to 
many automobile dealers in the Los 
Angeles area, it was preferable that 
automobiles be delivered to these 
dealers under their own power, rather 
than by rail or truck. To provide this 
service, the Pacifie Motor Trucking 
Company has built a paved yard with 
office, garage and drivers’ buildings, 
together with necessary gasoline stor- 
age tanks and other facilities. This 
drive-away yard is located adjacent to 
the plant property in the vicinity of the 
loading dock, and all cars, other than 
those shipped by rail, are transported 
to nearby dealers through the drive- 
away yard, 

Drive-Away. Service 

When the cars have ben assembled, 
tested, checked and ready for delivery, 
they are driven by General Motors em- 
ployes to the Pacific Motor Trucking 
Company yard.. The General Motors 
shipping superintendent in company 
with an inspector, turns over to the 
PMT dispatcher, the car orders,-which 
bear a complete description of each car, 
the serial number, .all accessories and 


“name of the dealer to: whom delivery is 
“tobe made. 


‘The’ dispatcher “then 
checks all car ‘orders against the cars, 
also ascertaining that cars are free from 
scratches, dents or other defects. Satis- 
fied ‘that the cars are in first-class .con- 
dition, the dispatcher has‘them driven 
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into the PMT yard and proceeds to 
make up the necessary freight bills. 

If the cars are destined to other than 
nearby agencies, delivery is made by 
“truck-away.” The truck-away de- 
livery is accomplished by means of 
large, specially - constructed trailers 
which are capable of transporting four 
automobiles at atime. Although there 
are only two of these vehicles in service 
at the present time, it is planned to 
have ten of them in operation later, 

For cars that are to be delivered 
under their own power to local dealers, 
PMT has a corps of twenty drivers, 
twelve regulars and eight extras. When 
production is speeded up in November 
this force will probably be increased to 
forty. These drivers must have a 
chauffeur’s license, be possessed of some 
mechanical experience, and must be 
bonded in order to qualify for the job. 
The dispatcher gives each driver a set 
of license plates or a permit in liew 
thereof, and necessary instructions for 
delivery of the car. For his own protec- 
tion, each driver again checks the car, 
following which he fastens on the license 
plates or pastes the permit on the wind- 
shield, secs that plenty of gas is in the 
tank, and starts on his way. 

As these deliveries are made in large 
groups, it’s quite a sight—witnessing 
a fleet of brand new cars rolling out of 
the PMT yard, then down the highway 
as freight taking itself to market.

PIONEER : Popular Railroader 
Passes in Death of P. Sheedy 


The death of Patrick Sheedy, 88, re- 
tired superintendent of motive power 
at Los Angeles, on June 7, marked the 
passing of one of the Company’s out- 
standing pioneers.

Freight Shipment From His Friend Next Door 


Ed. F. Widdas, general clerk in the 
Executive Department, San Francisco, 
recently discovered a valuable freight 
customer for Southern Pacific living 
right next door to him. 

While driving Widdas into San 
Francisco one morning, the neighbor 
called his attention to a large truck 
they were about to pass. “There’s a 
truck load of my bottles from Los 
Angeles,” he remarked. Before they 
got into San Francisco they had passed 
three such truck loads of hotles. 

It developed that the neighbor was 
connected with a large glass company 
which received an average of ten truck 
loads of bottles every week from Los 
Angeles. The highway was used, he 
said, because the transportation charge 
from the factory in Los Angeles to the 
warehouse in San Francisco was sub- 
stantially lowor than the rail rate plus 
drayage costs at cach end. 

Widdes took the matter up with a 
Freight Department officer. One of 
the Company's freight solicitors was 
soon at the office of the neighbor ex- 
plaining to him that through a recent 
reduction in the carload rate on bottles 
he could save himself money shipping 
by Southern Pacific. The neighbor is 
now routing shipments by rail that will 
average six to eight carloads monthly 
between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, 

Furthermore, the freight solicitor 
developed the fact that the neighbor's 
glass company was in need of additional 
warehouse space, which space was 
leased to him in one of the 8. P. ware- 
houses. 

In all, it was a nice piece of business 
Ed. Widdas developed. And it again 
emphasizes the possibilities almost

LOOP: News Reel Filmed of 84-Car Train 
On Novel S. P. Line Over Tehachapi Mountains 


Hero’s a tip to movie-goers. * 

On June 17 Universal News Reel 
Service, with the assistance of Train- 
master A. H. Hoffman, San Joaquin 
division, took pictures of an 84-car 
freight train operating over the famous 
Tehachapi Loop. Length of the train 
made it possible to photograph the 
caboose appearing in the tunnel di- 
rectly under the locomotive. 

‘The talk of the engineering world at 
the time of its construction in 1875, 
this famous loop in the railroad is still 
a source of wonder and admiration to 
all who travel over it. From the ficor 
of San Joaquin Valley, the railroad 
rose to scale Tehachapi Pass at an ele- 
vation of 4025 feet with a line of track 
that swerves back and forth up the 
mountain side through eighteen tun- 


nels and loops over itself in a remark- 
able stroke of engineering genius to 
climb 2734 feet round gradual curves 
on # 2.2 per cent grade in a distance of 
only 28 miles. Resembling two large 
circles drawn with a giant compass, the 
loop is tunneled into the side of a ridge, 
twists around the crest of a peak and 
baek over the tunnel, quickly gaining 
an elevation of 77 feet and bringing 
the line into position for easy grades 
to the summit. 

The idea of the loop was the brain 
child of William Hood, then chicf engi- 
neer of Southern Pacific. But down 
through the years many fanciful stories 
have been created giving the credit to 
other persons. Two of the more often 
repeated yarns aro: that the water boy 
for one of the construction gangs fig- 
ured out the engineering problem and 
passed it on to his astonished super- 
iors; and: that a lad living in the moun- 
tain region walked into the midst of 
the puzzled engineers, flipped a loop 
in a rope and remarked: “There, gen- 
tlemen, is the way to build your rail- 
road.” It was also said this latter 
youth was taken under the wing of the 
railroad’s bosses, given a technical edu- 
eation, and became a famous engineer. 

Certainly’ a grand and romantic 
story, but the fact remains that the

Smoothly and noiselessly, except for the salute 
from its distinctive, melodious horn, the streamlined 
“City of San Francisco” glided from its “berth” 
nt Oakland Picr at 4:10 p.m. Sunday, June 14, on 
its initial trip to Chicago, ushering in a new epoch 
in rail travel over the historic Overland Route. 

More than 3000 persons crowded the station plat- 
form on each side of the beautiful brown and yellow 
creation to wave their farewells, while the enchant- 
ing strains of Aloha, played by a native Hawaiian 
orchestra, lent an atmosphere appropriate to the 
names of the famous Pacific 
Islands given the four Pull- 
inan cars in the 11-car train. 

Oskland Pier has never 
been the scene of such a dem- 
onstration. Railroad officers 
and employes, proud of the 
fine new train that was going 
into service over thoir lines, 
were joined in the christen- 
ing ceremonies by admiring 
citizens and leaders in public, 
professional and business life. 

Long before the formal ra- 
dio program was begun at 
2:30 p. m., several thousands 
of persons had arrived at the 
Pier to give the streamliner 
close inspection. And not all 
the exelaiming sas directed 
to the snugly built aluminum 
train, either. For right along- 
side was one of the giant steel 
4-8-4 locomotives of the 4400 
series, the most modern and 
most powerful of Southern 
Pacific’s heavy duty passen- 
ger engines, an awe-inspiring . 
creature that was certainly not “out of the picture.

in 5 hours; 6,074 at Fresno in 514 hours; 
end’8,711 at Palo Alto in 2 hours. 

There would have been far greater 
attendance at all points had longer ex- 
hibition periods been possible.
